Bands of Men Visit 
Homes, Ask for Owners 


and Shoot Them Dead; 
When They Appear. 


Murders Seem Deliber- 
ately Planned. 


Belfast, September 26.—Fierce 
rioting broke out tonight in North 
Belfast. First reports.from the 
hospitals, were that five gunshot 
cases and many other injuries were 
being treated. 

The rioting tonight followed a 
reign of terror during Saturday 
night and Sunday in the Falls road 
district of Belfast. as a result of 
the murder last night of a police- 
man, the wounding of two others 
nd the killing of three civilians, 

ho were shot down in rapid suc: 
ession by bands of men who vis- 
ited their homes. 

“reviously, the shooting in this 
city had occurred in the heat of 
rioting, but now, for the first time, 
deliberately planned killings have 
been carried out. The affair had its 
beginning at 11 o’coleck Saturday 
night, as Constables Leonard and 
Caroll weer patrolling the Falls 
road. When passing a public house 
they heard footsteps behind them. 
Swinging around, they were con- 
fronted by two men armed with rl- 
fles. who ordered hands up. 


Fire Opened On Offtcers. 
Simultaneously with the order, 
’ fire was opened upon the officers 
And Leonard fell dead. His compan- 
ion had a miraculous escape. Four 
shots were directed at him. Three 
on them missed, but 
odged in the thigh. 
thinking bdéth men dead, 
sassins left. 

At about the same time, Consta- 
bles Farrell and Kearin were fired

The assailants sprang upon the 
policeman. Farrell was. shot. in 
the arm, Kearin was knocked down 
and several shots were fired at him 
while he was on the ground. Some 
of the bullets passed through his 
cape without touching his body, and 
he came out of the affair un- 
geathed, Farrrell was taken to a 
hospital. 

The reprisals came swiftly. Short- 
lv after 3 o'clock, three civilians, 
Edward Trodzen, John McFadden 
and John Gaynor, who lived near 
the scens of the attacks upon the 
policeman, were slain in their 

omes. Different parties visited each 
house. 

Four men took part in the shoot- 
ing of Trodzen, who wis a ‘barber. 
After knocking at the door they fir- 
ed a shot through the barber shop 
window. Trodzen’s son opened the 
door and the men, wearing maskaé, 
rushed upstairs, They dragged 
Trodzen to the yard and fired sev- 
eral shots at him, piercing his skull. 
The men immediately left. : 


Killéd on Door Step. 

The scene of the second shooting 
was a hundred -yards from. the 
Springfield Road barracks, Mac- 
Fadden opened the door when three 
men knocke Several shots were 
discharged him and he fell dead 
on the door step. 

Gaynor met his fate further along 
the Springfield road. His mother 
answered the tapping on the door, 
and the men entered. She told them 
she would get a candle, but they 
rushed to a room at the top of the 
house, where they found their vic- 
tim partly dressed. They made him 
walk down the stairs ahead of them 
and fired three shots into his hodv. 
Whe distracted mother declares she 
can identify the men of the party. 
As a result of a conference, the 
military authorities decided to re- 
store the curfew law, wuich had 
been suspended.

Political Developments 
Point to Quickening of 
Fight Around League. 
Movie Picture Supports 
Covenant.

New York, September 26.—Arrival 
of former Senator Elihu Root in 
New York Sunday, after several 
months in Europe, coupled with re- 
cent developments, point to a@ de- 
cided quickening of the fight around 
the league of nations issue guring 
the closing weeks ef the presiden- 
tial campaign. 

The republicans are looking to 
Root as the Moses to lead them out 
of the situation wherein they find 
one wing of the party speaking in 
support of Senator Harding because 
he favors absolute “scrapping” of 
the league of nations, while another 
wing is sending out speakers who 
tavor the league with such reserva 
tiong as will safeguard American in- 
terests. 

A series of conferences between 
oth antl various republican lead- 
ers are on the books for the next 
few days, and it would mot be sur- 
prising to see the former senator 
paying a visit to the front porch at 
Marion within the near future. 

“Meanwhile, it can be stated, that 
there is a streng feeling about dem- 
ocratic headquarters and in Wash- 
ington that Governor Cox has been 
“scattering his fire’ too much. 
President Wilson still regards the 
league as the dominate issue in the 
campaign. He ig ready, and, as pre- 
viously forecast in these’ dispatches. 
may be expected to issue statements 
bearing on this issue, or otherwise 
take a hand in,support of Cox from 
the white house.

Irish Lord Mayor’s Re- 
serve Strength Gone. 
Government May Bar 
Friends From Mayor.

* London, September 26.—Lord 
Maygr MacSwiney of Cork gave ev- 
idences of great exhaustion this 
morning, according to the noon bul- 
letin of the Irish Self-Determination 
league, reporting the mayor’s con- 
dition on the forty-fifth day of’ his 
hunger strike. 

“The lord mayor suffered a bad 
night, and his reserve strength is 
exhausted. He is unable te under- 
take the slightest exertion,” the bul- 
letin read. 

The bulletin’issued by the Irish 
Self-Determiration league éonignt 
says Terence MacSwiney was 
weaker and more exhausted at tha: 
time than during the afternoon. 

In spite of announcements chat 
the home office had decided to im- 
pose more restrictions on the con 
duct of friends and relatives of Lord 
Mayor MacSwiney, denial was made 
Sunday by his sister that anybody 
had yet been barred from his bed- 


side. His brother, Sean, spent the 
night in MacSwiney’s cell, and his 
wife and sisters were present during 
the day. 

It had been said that in the fu- 
ture, by order of the ome secre- 
tary, the day*and-night vigil at 
MacSwiney’s bedside would be dis- 
continued,,and that he would be re- 
moved to another ward, where he 
could be seen only through a heavi- 
ly graied decor. The government 
nurses and doctors were to be the 
only ones allowed to have, close 
communication with him. 

The first touch of humor was in- 
jected into the MacSwiney situation 
when the Sinn Feih propaganda 
headquarters announced that they 
would issue no more bulletins re- 
garding the lord mayor’s condition 
to English newspaper men. As a 
consequence London newspapers are 
extremely frightened over the pos- 
sibility that they may be “scooped” 
on the actual news of MacSwiney’s 
death if it occurs, and they are en- 
deavoring in every way possible to

An examination of the brakes after 
the wreck bore out his contention 
that he had applied the emergency 
brakes When he saw the car would 
not make the turn. Motorman Gen- 
try has been in the service of the 
street car company for six years. No 
blame is attached to him by com-,| 
pany officials. ; 

Passengers on the car for the 
most part were women. They were 
returning from church services. Mrs. 
Kinnie Harmon, wife of the claim 
agent of the street car company, 
and Mrs. M. E. Harwood, aged 17/, 
mother of Samuel Harwood, attor- 
ney, are the most seriously injured. 
The street at the time of the ac¢i- 
dent was crowded with churchgoers.

‘Mr. Reed, who speaks tonight, and 
who will lecture twice daily on 
Pan-American commerce, will: reach 
the city early Monday morning.

It is 
apparent that, rather than disclose 
the inner financial workings of the 
various governments, there is going 
to be considerable hedging and 
bickering. 

It was pointed out that every 
country—with the possible excep- 
tion of the United States—is suf- 
fering from the same ailments, and 
inflated currency, disruption of in- 
dustry, loss of national wealth, de- 
struction of shipping and, in the 
case of the actual belligerents, loss 
of power. 

It was consequently hoped: that, 
with this condition in mind, the na- 
tions at the’ financial conference 
would recognize the necessity of 
straight dealing and frank agree- 
ments. 

Experts who afe watching devel- 
opments closely say that the old 
style of doing business was gen- 
eral, 

The poorer nations, Czecho-Slova- 
kia, Poland, Lithuania, and otherg, 
delivered the rosiest reports of con, 
ditions within their borders. The

Secretary Houston Says 
Government Will Not 
Be Party to Any Scheme 
for Maintaining “War 
Prices.” 


Washington, September 26.—The 
government cannot be a party to 
any undertaking for artificially 
maintaining “war prices” by en- 
abling owners to withhold their 
commodities from the markets, Sec- 
retary Houston said tonight in a 
formal statement on the commercial 
credit situation. 

On the other hand, the secretary 
declares in, favor of the -orderly 
marketing of all commodities and 
estimates that the commercial loans 
of all banks during the past year 
increased by about $3,000,000,000 to 
meet the demands of industry and 
agriculture. 

“Tl am in favor of every legiti- 
mate éffort to promote the orderly 
marketing of all commodities,” 
said Secretary Houston, “but the 
government cannot be a party to 
an undertaking to hold commodi- 
ties off the market to enable the 
owners artificially for specnplative 
purposes to maintain war prices or 
higher than war prices. 

“As a matter of fact, the banks 
of the country during the last 
twelve months have been extending 
large credits to meet the demands 
from industry and agriculture. Since 
August. 1919, the loans and invest- 
ments of about eight hundred re- 
porting banks increased over two 
and one-half billion dollars. As 
these reporting banks’ represent 
about 40 per cent of the resources 
of all ‘the banks, it is estimated 


that the total] increase in loans and 
investments since August, 1919, has 


been over five and one-half billion 
dollars. 
“Even from January 23, 1920, 


when the increase in digcount rates 
went into effect, to Augtst 27, 1920. 
the loans of about eight hundred 
reporting member banks, exclusive 
of loans secured by government 
Obligationg and other stocks and 

nds. ificreased 
quarter billions of dollars. This 
would refiect a total inerease of 
commercial loans in all bnks, it is 
estimated, of perhaps three billions 
of dollars. Since then the crop- 
moving demands on the bills dis- 
counted and purchased by the fed- 
eral reserve banks have increased 
at the rate of from thirty to forty 
millions a week. The increases in 
the volume of federal reserve notes 
from January 23, 1920, to August 27, 
1920, was $360,000,000.”

In ‘the 
meantime, judiciovs distribution of 
the available current production 
will suprly the immediate wants of 
small consumers everywhere.”

Attempts were made to hold the 
meetings as scheduled, but the 
troops were on the scene and the 
union officials were advised thatthe 
meetings would not be_ allowed. 
Thereupon the speakers gave way 
and the crowds left the scenes. 
There was no disorder. 

Meetings announced included 
points in Walker county, Bradford, 
Republic, Wylam, Mulga, Blocton 
and Docena. Some of the meetings 
had been advertised in the newspa- 
pers and -some were called locally 
by distribution of hand bills. 

With Machine Guns. a 

A) the smaller meetings ten to a 
dozén soldiers appeared, while at 
others detachments of as many as 
seventy-five men with machine guns 
were on hand. At each place the 
officer in command approached the 
union leaders apd informed them 


‘thet the meetings would not be per- 
+ mitted. 


Commenting on the events of the 
day, General Steiner said tonight=> 
“We issued orders on our arrival 
in the strike zone that there would 
be no mass meetings. This was 
thorqughlf understood bythe strike 
leaders, Because we told them so, 
We were, therefore, more or less 
surprised when we got wind of the 
Sunday schedule. We took steps ac- 
cordingly. No mass meetings were 
hefa today and none will be held in 
the territory under our jurisdiction. 
This includes the entire mining 
fields and towns immediately adja- 
cent to them. 

“The reason why we will not per- 
mit the mass meetings is because 
they are addressed by men whose 
speeches tend to inflame the minds 
of their hearers, and that in turn 
tends to lead to a breach of the 
peace. We are here primarily to 
prevent any breach of the peace 
and we shall stop that which aims 
in that direction. , 

Protecting Both Alike. 

“We are giving protection to the 
striker and operator alike. I have 
received complaints from union 
headquarters-and made prompt in- 
vestigation. I have seen that jus- 
tice was done on both sides. I 
have guarded the commissaries of 
the strikers and I have disarmed 
suards who were carrying weapons 
without legally being qualified to 
do so. The striker has been pro- 
tected in his home and in every 
right of his. 

“Tt have told the strikers that they 
could gather in their halls and their 
accustomed places of doing business. 


'The mass meetings are taboo be- 


cause they tend to undo that for 
which we came here. I want the 
man who wishes to.work to under- 
stand that we are here for his sake — 
as well as that of others. The man 
who works has nothing to sell but 
his labor. We are going to see that 
he is safe and secure in the posses- 
sion of that commodity. We are 
not gotng to permit that which 
makes him afraid to go to work or 
which will render his family uneasy 
for his safety while he is at work.”

Resolu- 
tions recently passed by the univer- 
sity admit the men to junior or se- 
nior standing with much !ess diffi- 
culty than in the past, while the 
new degree of Ph.D. has been estab- 
lished largely to meet the needs of 
American studenta. 

Rhodes scholars are chosen in ac- 
cordance with a three-fold require- 
ment, in the will of Ceeil John 
Rhodes, which comprise character, 
intellectual ability and physical 
vigor.

The state board of health divi- 
sion of child hygiene has just pub- 
lished for free distribution a set of 
diet slips for feeding of babies from 
birth to six years. These diet slips 
were written especially for Georgia 


by Dr. Lydia Allen DeVilbiss, of 
the United States public health 
service, and approved by a com- 
mittee appointed bY «fhe Georgia 
State Pediatric society. 

Each diet slip gives a complete 
daily menu for a baby of various 
ages, from 12 to 18 months, from, 
18 months to 2 years, from 2 to. 
years, and so on. They indicate 
when it is safe to add vegetables, 
and which, to the baby’s diet; when 
to add meat, and how. 

An original feature of these slips 
is the line at the top, “Tack this 
over your kitchen table.” With the 
baby’s menu convenient at hand, 
the mother will have no trouble in 
feeding her baby correctly. 

Dr. DeVilbiss recommends the 
extra small table for the use of the 
child of 5 years and under. She 
says that it is unfair to expect a 
wriggMng, small youngster to sit 
quietly during the time the elders 
take for thrir meal, ald that it is 
impossible to keep the babr from 
trying to get what he sees tie 
grown-ups enjoying. It is also hard 
on the nerves of the mother and 
father to keep busy little fingers 
out of the hot coffee or from keep- 
ing the strenuous little feet from 
pushing the high chair over back- 
ward. 

The,extra little table settles all 
this trouble. The baby eats his 
simple lunch, especially prepared 
for him while the mother prepares 
the meal for the family. Having 
been fed, the baby is content to 
play or amuse himself while the 
family enjoy their food in comfort. 
When the baby is older and has 
mastered etiquette he may be per- 
mitted to eat at the family fble.

For the Nation 
By Prohibition 


Governor Milliken Tells 


Dry Congress Saving} 


Totaled $2,000,000,000 for 
Year—All Business Bet- 
tered. 


Washington, September 26.—Pro- 
hibition was credited with pro- 
ducing a saving of two billion dol- 
lars for the nation in the last year 
by Govergaor Milliken, of Maine, in 
addressing the closing session to- 
night of the fifteenth international 
congress against alcoholigm. 

“Prohibition,” he declBred,. “has 
made most kinds of bupiness bet- 
ter and has injured no’ legitimate 
business except that of the under- 
taker. 

“The three outstanding results of 
prohibition,” he continued, “are the 
saving of about two billion dollars’ 
waste in expenditure, a tremendous 
increase in the efficiency of labor 
and a startling decrease in crime, 
with its attendant poverty - and 
wretchedness. 

Most Important Contribution. 

“From the standpoint of practi- 
cal government, however, the most 
important contribution that prohi- 
bition has made to t welfare of 
the nation is to be found in the 
Simple fact that a new genera- 
tion will be growing up untaint- 
ed by the liquor gp et un- 
hampered by the-~conditions of 
squalor and wretchedness which 
the liquor habit hag imposed upon 
so many thousand innocent chil- 
dren in the past. 

“The supreme jmportance of pro- 
hibition lies in the fact that it 
gives the average boy and girl in 
America a better chance to grow 
up into a wholesome, strong and 
clean American citizen, and be- 
cause the very existence,of our 
form.of government depends upon 
the development of that sort of 
citizenship in the coming genera- 
tion, prohibition is entitled to rank 
as one of the great safeguards of 
national life.” 

Referring to the economic bene- 
fits of prohibition, Governor Mil- 
liken declared that the nation’s 
drink bill ftormerly amounted to 
two billion dollars: annually, and 
this money, he declared, ‘‘now finds 
its way into the normal channeis 
of legitimate trade.” 

Where Morey Is 

“The grocers, the clothiers, 
amusement proprietore and the 
banks,” he added, “are getting the 
money that formerly went for 
drink. Hoteis that fancied them- 
selves dependent on the _ liquor 
business are doing the best _ busi- 
ness in their history without it. 

“Prohibition has not only elimi- 
nated an enormous waste in ex- 
penditures, but it has greatly in- 
creased the efficiency of labor. The 
average life of a laboring man is 
longer under prohibition; he does 
better work while he is at it and 
he works more steadily. A report 
from one large labor agency in an 
industrial section is typical. It is 
stated that ouc® of 35,000 men em- 
ployed by that agency when the 
country was wet, the average 
length of time ‘that the man re- 
mained on the job was less than 
thirty days. The average more 
than doubled with the first year 
of prohibition.”

LABOR 1S URGED 
10 SUPPORT COX 


Samuel Gompers Says 
That the Republican’ 
Party Has “Turned Its 
Back on Labor.” ‘ 


Washington, September 26.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Writing in 
the current issue of The American 
Federationist under the title “ ‘Nor- 
malcy’ Vs. Progress,” Samuel 
Gompers, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, says Senator Harding 
has summed up his position as in 
favor of “going backward,” while 
Governor Cox has declared for “go- 
ing forward.” * 

Mr. Gompers also says that the 
republican national convention ‘in 
adopting its platform “turned its 
back on labor,” and declares that 
“every American worker, every 
earnest American citizen, must 
strive ardently for the defeat of 
those who turned their backs upon 
labor and upon the people gener- 
ally.” 

Cox and Harding. 

The two leading candidates for 
the presidency have defined clear- 
ly their attitude toward the great 
public issues of the day, says Mr. 
Gompers’ articlé, which was mace 
public today by the labor federa- 
tion. “In a sentence,. each has 
sumined up his rosition. 

“In effect, Senator Harding says 
‘let us return to noymalcy.’ 

“Senator Harding does not usé 
the word ‘normal;’ he speaks of 
‘normalcy.’ The word is obsolete, 
and so is the condition to which he 
would return. 

“Unquestionably, in the mind of 
Senator Harding a return to normal 
means a return to the conditions 
that existed before the war—a re- 
turn to something that is past. -ft 
is clear, then, that, in keeplug with 
the spirit of the republican plat- 
form, Senator Harding’s personel 
desire is to follow a course that 
leads backward, and, if elected, to 
lead the nation in such a course. 

“Governor Cox proclaims a desire 
to go forward and a determination 
to lead the nation in a forward 
course, if he is elected to fhe presti- 
dency. : 

“Both of these statements are abh- 


nothing beyond deffnition of the 
general trend of thought of the 
candidates. The important fact is, 
however, that the platforms of the 
parties upon which these candidates 
stand and their own personal phil- 
osophies lead inevitably and nat- 
urally up to the conclusions found 
in those two brief utterances. 

“The denial of any desire on the 
part of the American people to go 
backward to anything that is past 
has been found in practically every 
public expression which the people 
have been able to make in recent 
months.”

Mr. Gompers then reviews the 
results ,of reeent primaries in a 
number of states, and continues:

“The republican conventien 
so doing turned its back upon all 
of our people except for that small 
minority which finds its occupa-

Dublin, Ga., September 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-That traffic laws are made for 
automobiles and for men who do not 
have any responsibilities, is the evi- 
dent opinjon of a mule belonging to 
the lucal kee company, that has been 
pulling an ice wagon over a cer- 
tain route for years. 

A few days ago council, in regu- 
lating congested traffic, made one 
block of Madison street a one-way 
block, all vehicles allowed to go 
from west to east, but not from east 
to'twest.

Young White Farmer 
Seriously Wounded 
By Unknown Negro 


Americus, Ga., September 26.—

nent white farmer living 8 miles 
out of Americus on thge Roach road 
near Gammage school ‘house, is in 
a local hospital in a gerious con- 
dition, and an unknown negro who 


shot him js dead in Dooly county, 
the result of an affray which oc- 
curred on the Griffin farm late last 
night. 

Griffin was paralyged by a shot 
which entered his backbone and 
lodged in one of the vertebrae. His 
condition has been partially re- 
lieved through an operation per- 
formed by Dr. Wade Chamblaiss, 
the bullet being located and pres- 
Sure On the spinal cord removed. 
The es of the bullet was 
found to he such as to prevent its 
removal, and Griffin late today was 
still in a serious condition. 

The shooting was precipitated, it 
is said, by a brother of one of his 
farm hands interfering-in the rela- 
tions between Griffin and his em- 
ployee, and the fact that Griffin’s 
automatic revolver failed to fire 
after the first shot placed Him at 
the mercy of his antagonist, who 
used &n old-fashioned revolver. Aft- 
er the shooting the negro fled, but 
parties reaching Americus this 
morning. said his body was lying 
alongside the road just across Flint 
river in Dooly county, about seven 
miles from the Griffin farm. How 
the negro came to his death is un- 
known here, but if is believed he 
was killed while resisting a pursu- 
ing party of Griffin’s neighbors.

Alarmin Price Cutting 


Reductions in Business 
World Mean a Return to 
Normal, Healthy Condi- 
tions, Prominent Men 
Claim.

New York, September 26.—Spec- 
tacular readjustments in prices of 
industria] products have marked 
business conditions during the 
week. The most noteworthy was 
the return of Ford motor cars to 
practically their pre-war . basis, 
representing a decline of about 33 1-3

per cent in price. Immediately fol- 
wing this was the announcement 
of a cut hy the Franklin Motor.com- 
pany, which may be followed by 
others of the medium and low- 
priced cars, but against which some 
of the high-priced cars are defiant- 
ly setting themselves. 

A reduction of about 331-3 per 
cent in the price of cotton goods 
was announged by the Amoskeg 
company, an@ almost simultaneously 
two of the largest mail order houses 
in the country cut their catalog prices 
from 10 to 20 per cent. Taking 
these, in conjunction with the an- 
nouncement earlier in the week of 
the passing of the Central Leader 
common dividend, and of the preced- 
ing week of similar action by the 
National Cloak and Suit company. it 
is plainly evident that a readjust- 
ment of price levels is under way. 

The question to be determined Is 
whether this readjustment is the 


forerunner of a period o of commer- 


ical depression, or just the opposite 
of that,’a return to a more normal 
and therefore a healthier condition 
of business. Conservative thought 
seems to lean in the djrection of 
the latter theory. While it is true 
that they are the very things for 
which we have been praying and 
working for so long a*period, we 
have been on an inflated basis and 
rg been trying to get down from 

It makes no difference whether 
cha! reduction is in automobiles or 
in cotton goods, if it corrects an 
abnormal condition which got back 
of the individual in the high cost 
of living. 


Bankers take the view that price- 
cutting wil] stimulate general] de- 
mand, which, in turn, will keep 
money employed. Secretary Alex- 
an@er, of the department of com- 
merce, believés that production will 
not be affected and that buying wi!) 
be stimulated. The fact that initial 
cuts came from manufactwrers has 
Strengthened the belief that lower 
prices will become general. The 
secretary forecasts a drop in woolen 
goods, clothing and shoe prices, and 
with cuts in two of the largest in- 
dustries already at hand, other in- 
dustries will follow. 


It is a significant fact that the 
cuts announced by manufacturers 
are not accompanied hy torrespond- 
ing cuts in wages. There are two 
reasons for this. One is the.opera- 
tion of the excess profits tax. whicn 
has absorbed a large proportion of 


the high prices previously charged, 
so that the govrenment, and not the 
mahufacturer, will stand a good part 
of the loss, and the otber is that 
the abnormal demand has givea 
manufacturers and retailers anh op- 
portunity te increase their margins 
of profit far beyond a reasonable 
limit. This was shown by the fact 
that the -American Woolen company. 
for the first three months of 1920, 
made profits equivalent to their out- 
Standing common sjeck,. so that 
whether or not they turned it over 
to the government in the from of 
excess profit tax, they could still 
afford to make a very deep cut 
without having to curtail wages. 


The disappearance of premiums 
for steel and cancellations of orders 
for that product have led to a be- 
lief in some quarters that there was 
a serious depression at hand. This 
is not at all likely, for there is al- 
together too great a demand for 
steél because of world shortage, to 
make -possible any serious Gepres- 
sion fora long timeto come. In July 
the exports of iron and steel] prod- 
ucts made anew high record, being 
at the rate of $1,(00,000.000 annual- 
ly, While inno year previous to the 
war, with one exception, did the 
gzross sales of the United States 
Steel corporation exceed $500,000,000. 


Undoubtedly the contraction of 
credits in accordance with the pol- 
icy of the federal reserve board has 
had considerable to do with this 
deflation, particularly as it -has 


affected cted speculative operations and 
discouraged extravagant om woes 
ture. Deflation would undoubted! 
have co about of its own acco 
but the withdrawal of credits has 
undoubtedly hastened the operation. 
It has not been the policy o ~ 
federal reserve board to interfere 
with legitimate operations, a fact 
which is now coming to be more 
clearly understood.

What Is an Earthquake? 


(From Leslie's.) 
Nothing is more terrorizing than 


an earthquake, in the presence of 
which we stand powerless to act 


effectively. Earthquakes are caused 
by rapid vibrations of the earth’s 
crust, due to some sudden shock in 
the earth’s interior. The displace- 
ments—that is, the amplitude of the 
vibrations—in the great majority of 
earthquakes is only the fraction of 
a millimeter. When it exceeds four 
or five millimeters the quake is de- 
structive! 

Tremor. of the earth’s crust are 
measured by means of delicate in- 
struments known as “seismographs,” 
which are freely springing pendu- 
lums, so placed that they § trace 


markings upon paper, which the 
tracing needle just touches. These 
modern instruments do not only tell 


but they record tremors in all parts 
of the world, and one of the highly 
significant facts brought to light 
‘by this means is that minute and 
“insensible” tremors of the earth 
are almost constant, and some at 
least of these tremors consist in 
three series of waves—the first and 
second ‘phases being the “prelimi- 
nary” tremors, and the larger waves 
the “main shock.”

There is a story of a farmer who 
had posted stern speed signals for 
auto drivers on the roads around 
his farm, and who subsequently 
employed airplanes to facilitate his | 
business in land surveys and in 
making quick trips to town over 
muddy roads; and then it was that 
he made an aerial tour to see 
“how much there was of the space 
above over which he could exer- 
cise jurisdiction.” 
That still remains to be seen, and 
-- the laws he laid down for the au- 
- toists are not enumerated; but the 
Automobile Topics magazine gives 
these good rules for safety in au- 
tomobile traffic: 
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You will help reduce accidents if 
you: 

Don’t cut corners. 
Don’t “eut in” 
passing a vehicle, 

3. Give the proper signal when- 
yer your action in starting from 
the curb in turning. in changing 
your course or in stopping may rea- 
sonably be said to affect other 
traffic. 

4. Don’t consider driving at max- 
imum speed within the law—the 
legal speed is a safe speed at all 
times, 

5. Don’t turn except at corners 
in business districts and close, built- 
up sections, 

6. Don’t pass street 
charging passengers. 

7. Don’t attempt to pass a ve- 
hicle if there is another vehicle ap- 
proaching from the opposite direc- 
tion unless the road is clear for 
one hundred yards. 

8. Don't drive your car out of 
the garage without knowing your 
brakes and steering gear are tight 
and your headlights comply . with 
the law. : » 

9. Slow down when you observe 
children playing near the curb or in 
the street. Remember, they have 
not the wisdom of an adult. 

19. Don’t drive with -the belief 
that the pedestrian is familiar with 
‘the rules of the road.

AT HOME’S EXPENSE. 

The Arkansas Gazette says that 
the Bankers’ association of that 
state -sent out a circular letter, 
within the state, containing this 
inquiry: 

“About how much was paid out, 
within the past 12 months, for food- 
stuffs in your county?” 

This question was addressed to 
the bankers of various counties 
who keep the records straight, and 
of the answers received, so far, 
the Arkapsas paper says: 

“The estimates of twenty bankers 
in an#wer to this question gave a 
total of $7,800,000 as the amount 
spent for this purpose during the 
year. How much a .survey of the 
entire state would show is not 
known, but it seems a guess of 
$100,000,000 would not overreach the 
mark. And this in a state where 
foodstuffs may be raised so easily 
and so abundantly.” 

It is pointed out that last year 
was a bad year in some counties 
for the raising of food crops, but 
this, says our Arkansas contem- 
porary— 

“does not explain away the 
enormous sums sent out of the state 
to buy what should have been rais- 
ed on Arkansas farms. The sooner 
we get to a system of farming un- 
der which farmers produce all the 
food and feedstuffs necessary for 
their own use, the sooner farmers 
will' reach the state of prosperity 
they should enjoy.” 

The lesson strikes home, not only 
in Arkansas, but in every other 
section where too little.attention is 
given to the raising of home sup- 
plies. It means money leaving 
home that is needed there to build 
up home enterprises—contributing 
to the prosperity of other states at 
the expense of home. 


COUNTING THE COST. 

The Marquette (Kansas) Tribune, 
a weekly newspaper, has been do- 
ing a little figuring on the present 
cost of getting the paper out as 
compared with prices of former 
days. 

The article is humorously head- 
ed, “How the Editor Gets Rich,” 
and is as follows: 


“The milkman used to give us 
thirty tickets for The Tribune. 
When he paid up this week he 
gave us only a dozen. Measured in 
milk tickets, ,The Trifune should 
be $3.75 a year. Two bushels of 
wheat used to buy it. Measured in 
wheat this fall the subscription 
should be $4.25. Not long ago a 
subscription would buy twenty 
pounds of sugar, it now buys seven. 
Sever subscriptions would buy the 
editor a suit of clothing. Now it 
takes thirty-seven. The white pa- 
per in one year’s subscription now 
costs fives times the former price.”

The authenticated statement car- 
ried by the Associated Press from 
Washington on Sunday that the 
soviet government of Russia—the 
head of the world-wide bolsheviki 
movement—is palnning an inten-

How the Bolsheviki 


Regard an Agreement. 


As an illustration of soviet’s vio- 
lation as to a preliminary agree- 
ment with Armenia, within twenty- 
four hours after the conclusion of 
the agreement is reported in the 
newspaper, “Slovo,” published at 
Tiflis, Caucasus, dated August 14, a 
copy of which has been forwarded 
to the department of state from 
Tiflis. 

The Slovo on August 11 announc- 
ed that a preliminary agreement 
was concluded at Tiflis August 10 
between Armenia and soviet Russia 
in which the soviet recognized the | 
full independence of the Armenian! 
republic and guaranteed Armenia 


from further bolshevik attempts to f 


establish a soviet regime within Ar- 
menian boundaries by force of arms. 
This agreement was between the 
representative “of the Russian so- 
cialist federal soviet republic,” Le- 
fran, and the representatives of the 
Armenian republic, the minister. of 
public works, Arshag Djamalian, 
and the former Armenian minister 
of provisions, Pabalian. Under the 
agreement the line of demarcation 
fixed was to extend along the ter- 
ritory of Zanguesur, Nakhichevan 
and Kazakh districts. It also pro- 
vided that Armenia should have the 
railway line from the station Shat- 
akhta through Nakhichevan to Djul- 
fa, opening up the possibility of Ar- 
menia’s getting new markets in 
northern Persia. 


Despite this agreement of August 
10 for cessation of hostilities, The 
Slovo of August 14 reported that the 
Russian soviet troops, together with 
soldiers of Azerbadjian, resumed 
military activities on August 11 in 


the region of the former Kazakh 
district and crossed in several places 
the border of Armenia. On August 
12 the advance was continued and 
the representatives of Armenia have 
addressed the soviet delegation with 
the demand that they withdraw 
their troops heyond the demarcation 
line fixed by the agreement of Au- 
gust 10. 


The commander of the Armenian 
forces received the following report 
from the head of the Delijan-Kar- 
aklis detachment, Sebouch: “The 
soviet troops do not observe the 
armistice and have commenced to 


attack; they advance in the’ region 
of Karandash, supported by a heavy 
artillery fire. If the enemy refuses 
to carry out the orders of its com- 
mand, terminating all military ac- 
tion and will not withdraw from our 
territory, the whole responsibility 
will fall on it, and I will be com- 
pelled to defend the boundaries of | 
my state from the robber attacks of } 
Soviet troops. Demand from the 
soviet fSovernment the immediate 
cessation of the advance and the ex- 
act carrying out of the terms of the 
agreement by the Soviet troops.”’

Judge Parry Argues 
The Advantage of 
Free Public Defender 


Editor Constitution: An editorial] 
in a recent issue of The Constitution 
calling attention to an address re- 
cently made by former Justice 
Hughes before the American Bar 
association, in which he suggested 
the justice and wisdom or estab- 
lishing a free legal aid bureau, to 
be maintained at government ex- 
pense, encourages me to offer a 
Suggestion on this line which I 
have for a number of years given 
more or less thought to. 

The plan suggested by Justice 
Hughes is worthy of the most care- 
ful consideration, but it is broader 
than what J have in mind. It re- 
lates to all litigation, both civil and 
criminal, while my suggestion re- 
lates only to the criminal side of 
the law, that dealing witn the 
rights, liberties and life of our peo- 
ple. it 1s true, what he says about 
it being idle to talk of “equality 
before the law,” when, on account 
of poverty, many citizens are com- 
pelled to forego their rights for 
the simple reason that they can not 
pay the expenses. It is true, how- 
ever, that in our state, and in most 
other states, one who has a meri- 
torlious cause of action can find a 
reputable attorney who will under- 
take the case on a contingent fee 
basis, but this is not so easy where 
the amount involved is small. 

Practically all of my life has been 
in the courtroom, much of it in the 
criminal division, and the sugges- 


tion I have to offer is based upon 
the experience and’ observation 
bey gained, and the suggestion is 
Lis: 


That our legislature be induced 
to enact a law giving the judge of 
the criminal division of our superior 
court the authority to appoint a 
public defender, whose duty it shall 


be to advise with, represent and de- 
fend all those charged with crime 
who are not able to employ an at- 
torney, and who shall be paid a 
salary out of the public treasury. 

The judges have always had the 
authority to appoint some attorney 
to represent a defendant who has 
no counsel. In fact it is. made his 
duty to do this. 

Those lawyers who have had ex- 
perience and are. skilled in the 
practice are rarely seen. sitting 
around in the courtroom when the 
prisoners are brougnt in for the 


assignment o2 counsel, and _ the 


judge has either to send out and 


have this class of lawyers breught 
into the courtroom to be assigned 
to this charity work, or else assign 
such members of the bar as may 
chance to be present, which fre- 
quently results in the appointment 
of a young attorney who has never 
had a ease in the court. 

This is not “equality before the 
law.” 

Much could be said in support of 
the assertion that our present prac- 
tice is not conducive to the meting 
out of justice or to the establish- 
ment of that “equality before the 
law” which we claim, but rather 
that it tends, in many instances, to 
“open a broad road to bolshevism,” 
as Justice Hughes expresses it. 


We want justice—justice for the 
offender and justice for the publie, 


but we should not be compelled 
to pay a double price for it, and 
that is what we are doing under the 
present practice. 

About six months ago aedefend- 
ant was convicted of_a crime and 
sentence was pronounced. The 
prosecution made out its case s0 
clearly that there was no room for 
doubt left. The defendant did not 
even make a statement. On some 
technical ground the attorney for 
the defendant filed a motion for a 
new trial, and instead of being gent 
to the penitentiary, the defendant 
was kept in the county jail—at the 
county’s expense of course—and 
still remaing there, the motion for 
a new trial, for one reason or an- 
other, never having beengheard. It 
may be because the defendant's 
lawyer has been trying to coilect a 
balance on his fee. I do not know 
this to be a fact in the case in mind, 
but I do know that it is not an un- 
common thing, for I have had a 
lawyer to tell me frankly that he 
was in no hurry for the transcript 
of the record, as he had not gotten 
all his fee. 


To cite another case: A defend- 
ant had not only admitted his guilt 
but had made an affidavit to it. 


By some means a lawyer “got his 
case,” and instead of entering a plea 
of guilty, as he had stated he de- 
sired to do, his lawyer entered a 
plea of “not guilty” when the case 
was called for trial. This lawyer 
then exercised his full rights in the 
selection of a jury, consuming as 
much time in the selection of a jury 
as he could have taken had he had 
a meritorious defense. The wit-

TRIFLING WITH POISON. 
The antiseptic fad dies hard— 


be made out of it. 

Of all the practices which the lay- 
man with a slight inkling of medi- 
eal information indulges in, none is 
more foolhardy and at the same 
time mare unnecessary than the use 
of corrosive sublimate (bichloride 
of mercury) as an atiseptic. 

This deadly poison accomplishes 
nothing whatever in the way of 
germ discouragement that cannot be

there are so many millions still to | 


as well or better accomplished by | 
half a dozen infinitely safer chemi- 
cals. The idea of using bichloride 
of mercury as an antiseptic was 
made in Germany, and like many 
another medical idea so labeled it 
really has no logical basis. 

There are two poisons which have 
precious little essential purpose 


even in the hands‘of the physician 
and none at all in the hands of a 
layman. These are bichloride of 
‘mercury and strychnine. The child- 
like confidence which laymen place 
in these two horrible poisons is pit- 
iable. It leads to so many deplor- 
able disasters. 

A solution of tablespoonful of bo- 
ric acid in a pint of water will ac- 
complish every desired putpose 


which a solution of corrosive sub- 
limate (bichloride of mercury) can 
accomplish, in the hands of layman, 
nurse, or physician. But it will nev- 
er kill anybody. If you aré sus- 
ceptible to psychological influence, 
then color the boric acid solution 
with a grain of methylene blue. 
just like the bichloride of mercury 
solution. The.effect on the germs 
is all the same in any case. 


Strychnine (the active principle 
of nux vomica), is a cruel whip to 


the nervous system, having the 
same “indications” which would call 
for the application of the whip toa 
tired horse. If you see a drunken 
fool whipping his horse up a long 
hill you want to manhandle him. 
Well, he shows a lot of common 
sense aS compared with the credu- 
lous soul who feeds himself strych- 
nine or nux vomica in the fond fan- 
cy that it “strengthens” his nervous 
System, heart or something. It 
“strengthens” him about as much as 
the whip strengthens the horse. The 
strength idea perhaps arose from 
the fact that enough of the strych- 
nine or nux vomica will throw the 
victim into spasms. Far too often 
Some child gets hold of some sug- 
ar-coated or otherwise attractively 
camouflaged pills or tablets con- 
taining strychnine, and pays for his 
childish curiosity with his NHfe. 
When that happens the responsible 
person ought to be punished—but 
never is even mentioned. There can 
be no excuse for permitting a lay- 
man to have strychnine in his pos- 
Session. There is fully as much jus- 
tification for supplying him with 
cocaine, arsenic and prussic acid 
for possible emergencies. Strvch- 
nine has no remedial effect which 
warrents the swallowing of a singe 
dose, save when administered di- 
rectly by a physician. :

Solicitor John A. Boykin, of the 
Fulton criminal court, anounced 
Sunday that he would ask the state 
prison commission to send out de- 
scriptions of Alfred Hall, white, life- 
‘erm convict, who was assigned by 
the commission as an orderly at the 
Jid Soldiers’ home, and who disap- 
peared several days ago, after, it is 
alleged, he attempted to assault a 
$-year-old white girl who lived in 
‘he vicinity of the home. 


Hall, who was sentenced to life 
‘mprisonment for murder in Telfair 
‘ounty, was alloted by the prison 
“oard, together with nine other 
grisoners, eight of them long-term- 
ers, to the Soldiers’ home, all of 
whom were brought there from the 
state farm at Milledgeville July 239, 
apt this year, by Captain W. E. Mc- 

Allister, superintendent at the home. 

Following the alleged attempted 
isSault by Hall, and nis escape from 
‘he home, parents of the child and 
srominent Atlantans appealed to the 
. solicitor and, at their request, So- 
ieitor Boykin and Assistant Solic- 
itor T. A. Stephens started an in- 
vestigation of the matter Saturday. 

After a preliminary probe, the so- 
licitor declared that it is an out- 
rage for prisoners to be placed in 
any State institution where the lat- 
er is not under guard, and that any 
‘aw permitting it ought to be re- 
pealed. 

On Sunday he sald that after fur- 
ther pursuing investigation, he un- 
lerstood that the prisoners were 
brought to the home, not under a 
‘aw directly applicable, but under 
a ae of the prines commission.

Dr. Henry Porter Preaches 
On the “Evolution of Sin” 


Interest in Dr. Henry Alford Por- 
ter’s series of sermons on “Por- 
traits of the Prodigal” is growing, 
end a large congregation last night 
gave close attention to the third 
in the series, “The Evolution of 


Sin,” preached at the Second Bap- 
tist church. Luke XV., 15-16, fur- 
nished the text: “And he went 
and joined himself co a citizen of 
that country, and he sent him into 
his fields to feed swine. And he 
would fain have filled his belly 
with the husks that the swine Gid 
feat, and no man gave unto him.” 
Dr. Porter said in part: 

“The first portrait of the prodi- 
gal presents him as a gay, hizh- 
spirited youth, chafing under the 
restraints of his father’s house. 
Home seems too nerrow for him. 
He is resolved to get away. 350 
far he does not seem to be very 
bad. It requires no vivid imagina- 
tion to detect a touch of sadness 
about him as he bids his old father 
goodbye. But in the new life in 
‘tne far country he forgets all this. 


Terrifying Picture. 
“The next picture of the young 
man as he is wasting nis substance 


ig not altogether terrifying. There 
are great losses going on there, of 
cheracter and of life. but light and 
music throw their glamor over all. 


“But now a change comes vover 
the scene. The lights have gone 


out, the wine cups are empty. Only 
the dregs are left. and they are bii- 
terer than gall and wormwood, more 
acrid than the apples or Sodom. 


“*And he sent him into his fields 
to feed swine.” I suppose we can 


hardly imagine how terrible this 
Seemed to those, to whom the par- 
able was spoken. To feed swine! 
Theré could be no lower degrada- 
tion. Christ intended to represent 
this youth as having struck the 
bottom. See that young man seat- 
ed on a rock, with a foul and tat- 
tered mantle of sheepskin about 
him, his feet and legs bare; no 
one near him but the rooting, 
crunching pigs, and behold the trag- 
ic picture of the outcome of the 
evolution of sin. 


“The evolution of sin is a law 
of nature. The theory of the evolu- 


tion of man was a short while ago 
the fad of the hour. It ministers 
to man’s pride to think that, by 
dint of heroic endeavor, through 
the evolutionary processes of the 
ages, he has come up from next to 
nothing to his present high estate.

World Will Grow Better. 

Upon the above text Bishop Rich- 
ardson founded his statement that 
the world is not growing worse, 
but that under the promise of the 
Savior, and thretgh the instrumen- 
tality of His earthly servants, 
this world” will some day be the 
dwelling place of righteousness. 

The eloquent churchman pic- 
tured the chaos and the disappoint- 


-ments confronting the nations as 


a result of the great world war. 
He showed that the countries in- 
velved in that struggle, whether 
victor or vanquished, had suffered 
not only the keenest disappoini- 
ments, but are today seething with 
unrest. 7 

France, one of the victors, he de- 
clared, expected to be happy when 
Alsace-Lorraine was regained, but 
with the beloved states once more 
under the Tri-color the people of 
France could not be happy because 
of practical bankruptcy; the loss 
of the flower of her young man- 
hood, and because of the _ social, 
industrial and political unrest. 

Italy, he pictured, with her con- 
fidence of happiness when by force 
of arms Italia Irredentia should be 
recovered from Austria. But with 
the provinces reclaimed, declared 
Bishop Richardson,™Italy found 
herself not only coveting the en- 
tire shore line of the Adriatic, but 
became so unhappy and so resent- 
ful over the opposition of Presi- 
dent Wilson to her plans that tor 
a time the Italian states were un- 
safe for American people. 

He told of Italy’s industrial], re- 
ligious and social troubles, and de- 
scribed the Latin country as the 
home place of an unhappy nation, 
despite the victory she had helped 
to win. 

England, he declared, was sure 
that happiness would come to her 
people when they “had it out with 
Germany,” the darkest and most 
threatening and most menacing 
cloud on Britain’s horizon § six 
years ago. 

No Unclouded Days. 

But with Germany crushed to 
the earth and reduced to one of 
the minor powers, the churchman

the grave crisis arising from so- 
cial, political and industrial unrest 
shut out the rays of sunlight for 
England despite the crushing de- 
feat of her great and bitter enemy. 

Touching up®6n politics in Eng- 
land, Bishop Richardson, who was 
recently across the Atlantic, de- 
clared that the conviction is gen- 
eral that England’s form of gov- 
ernment will soon be _ forced to 
change, but did not venture to in- 
dicate what kind of change would 
take place. He did say, however, 
that many observers were  con- 
vinced that the British govern- 
ment would be in all. probability 
under the labor party. 

Describing the woes of other old 
world countries as a result of the 
war, Bishop Richardson declared 
that all eyes are upon America, 
the Europeans believing that this 
country is rich and happy. “But 
we know this is not true,” said he. 
“All or not rich or happy, either, 
despite the great endowments God 
has bestowed upon this nation.” 

Bishop Richardson then launched 
upon the political chaos, the social 
upheaval and the great unrest 
among the labor classes. Then go- 
ing into a vigorous denunciation 
of several millions of people in 
America who would overthrow the 
government by force of arms jn- 
stead of attempting to alter it 
through the proper channels of the 
ballot box, Bishop Richardson de- 
clared with spirit that’ such mal- 
contents and would-be@ revolution- 
aries should be deported. 

The Soviet Ark. 


Referring to the “soviet ark” 


,that deported a shipload of reds 


from American soil, Bishop Richn- 
ardson deplored the fact that many 
Christian churchmen had _= signed 
petitions asking that the reds be 
allowed to remain in America. 

“My name was not on any of 
those petitions,” said he, “and I 
only wish that’ several shiploads 
more, could be gathered up and 
sent back.” 

Dwelling upon the question of 
‘oppwsition to our government, 
Bishop Richardson: said that “to- 
day Sunday schools are being held 
in various parts of our country 
and thousands of children are be- 
ing taught that they should get rid 
of the government, the church and 
capital. 

“We all know that things are not 
all right in America,” said the 
bishop, “but pointing to the prom- 
ise embodied in his text, he ex- 
pressed his full belief that God 
would triumph upon earth and that 
the reign of righteousness would 
be established through man’s in- 
strumentality.

Section 1. The general assembly .of the 
state of Georgia proposes to the people of 
Georgia an amendment to paragraph 2, 
section 1, article 11 of the constitution of 
this state, as heretofore amended, as fol- 
iows, to-wit: That in addition to the coun- 
ties now provided for by the constitution, as 
heretofore amended, there shall be a new 
county, tO be known as Seminole, laid out 
from the counties of Decatur and Early, 
bounded as follows, to-wit: Beginning at 
the southwest corner of the state of Geor- 
gia, running thence eastward along the line 
between Georgia and Florida to the mouth 
of Flint river; thence up the channel of 
Flint river to the mouth of Spring creek; 
thence northward up the western bank of 
Spring creek to land lot (No. 131) number 
one hundred and thirty-one in the 2lst dis- 
trict of Decatur county at a point opposite 
a public road known as Rhodes Ferry road, 
and thence west to a point one-half mile 
distant from the west bank of Spring creek 
and thence northward along a line parallel 
with and one-half mile distant from the 
west bank of Spring creek to the south 
line of Miller county; thence west along 
the south line of Miller county to the 
southwest corner of Miller county; thence 
west along the south line of Early county 
to the line between Georgia and Alsabaina; 
thence southward along the state line be- 
tween Georgia and Alabama to the south- 
east corner of the state of Alabama and 
to the line between Alabama and Florida, 
thence continuing southward along the state 
line between Georgia and Tlorida to the 
ssuthwest corner of the state of Georgia, 
the point of beginning. 


The county site of said county shall be 
the town of Donalsonville, Georgia. 

Said county shall be attached to the 2d 
congressional] district, to the Pataula judi- 
cial circuit and the 8th senatorial district, 
until changed by the general assembly of 
Georgia, 

Terms of superior court in sald county 
shall be held on the third Mondays in Feb- 
ruary, June and October, in each year, until 
changed by the general assembly. 

Justices of the peace and constables cut 
off into the new county shall exercise the 
duties and powers of their offices until 
new militia districts are laid out in said 
new county as provided by law, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 

The voters of said new county, qualified 
to vote for members of the general assem- 
bly, under the laws of Georgia, shall, on 
the first Wednesday in December, 1920, 
elect an ordinary, clerk of the superior 
court, sheriff, coroner, tax collector, tax 
receiver, county surveyor, county treasuver, 
repesentative, and county school superinten- 
dent, who shall hold office until the next 
general election for county officers shall 
be held in the state of Georgia, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 
Said election shall be held at the usual 
voting places heretofore established, within 
the territory of said new county, and shall 
be condueted in the manner now prescribed 
by law for helding elections for county of- 
ficers, and the officers elected therein shal! 
qualify, give bond and take oath as pre- 
scribed by law, and enter upon the dis- 
charge of their respective duties on the 1st 
day of January, 1921. 

Sec. 2. Ihe provisions of Sectionsy829 to 
843, inclusive, of the code are hereby made 
applicabie to said new county, and said 
county, when created, shall be a ‘‘stat 
utury county,’’ axd subject to all general 
laws applicable to counties of this state 

Sec,. 5. The county authorities of said 
new county shall aave the right to create 
a debt for and on behalf of said county to 
defray the public expenses thereof for the 
first year, without submitting the same 
to a vote of the qualified voters thereof. 

vec. 4. Said new county, when created, 
shall be entitled to one representative in 
the lower house of the general assembly of 
Georgia, and the membership of the said 
house shall be increased by one so as to 
admit of representation therein for said 
new county. 

Sec. 5. Whenever the constitutional 
amendment hereby proposed shall be agreed 
to by two-thirds of theg members of the 
two houses of the general assembly, and 
the same entered on their journals, with 
the ‘‘yeas’’ and ‘‘nays’’ taken thereon, the 
governor shall cause said proposed amend 
iment to be published in at least two nev’s- 
papers in each congressional district in 
this state for a period of two mor‘ next 
preceding the next general election; and 
the governor shall’ provide for the submis- 
sion of this proposed amendment to the 
electors of this state wt the next general 
election to be held therein, for their rati 
fication or rejection. All persous vetin. 
in said election ip 
amendment shall have written or printed on 
their ballots the words, ‘‘For the amet 
ment to the constitution creating the enun 
ty of Seminole.’’ and those opposed theretu 
shall have written or printed on their bal- 
lots the words. ‘‘Against the amendment 
to the constitution creating the county of 
Seminole,’””’ The returns of said election 
shal be made to the secretary of state, 
who shall certify the result thereof to the 
governor, and if said proposed amendment 
be ratified by a maicrity of the voters 
voting in said general election, the gov- 
érnor shall issue his proclamation to said 
effect.

in Pike county at the time of the 
adoption of this proposed amend- 
ment; and the ordinary of Monroe 
county shall avwpoint election managers 
for such precincts as may be located 
in Monroe county at the time of the adop- 
tion of this proposed amendment. On the 
flay succeeding the holding of sajd election 
the election managers shall et at the 
council chamber of the mayor and. city 
council of the city of Barnesville and con- 
solidate the vote for the officers named; 
and the general laws of this state now in 
force as to elections, consoldation of votes, 
the return of the election and the com- 
mission of officers shall be applicable to 
the officers elected at the election herein 
provided for. The officers elected at said 
election and the representative in the house 
of representatives shall hold their offices 
until the next general election for such of- 
ficers throughout the state, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified.

‘That the superior courts of said Lamar 
county shall be held on the first Mondar in 
March, and the first Monday in September 
of each year. 

“That the congressional and senatorial 
districts, the judicial circuit to which the 
said Lamar county is attached, the times of 
holding the terms of the superior court, and 
the limits of the county shall be as desig- 
nated above until changed by law. 

‘Provided, That the Jaws applicable to 
the organization of new counties as found 
in gections 829 to 848, tnclusive, of the code 
of 1910 of Georgia, and other acts 
or sections having applicability, are here- 
by made applicable to said County of La- 
mar, whenever the same may be created 
by the proposed amendment to the consti- 
tution, and that said new county, when 
created, shall become a statutory county 
and shall be subject to all laws applicable 
to all other counties of this state. 

‘That the property of all taxpayers in- 
cluded within the limits of the said Lamar 
county as hereinbefore designated is hereby 
made ratably chargeable with any debt 
that may have been incurred by either of 
the counties from which “the territory in- 
cluded in the new County of Lamar is taken 
by the legally constituted authorities of 
the counties for the purpose of raising 
revenues for the benefit of either of said 
counties, whether the said debt is a buided 
debt or one which has been incurred for the 
benefit in any way of either of said coun- 
ties. The value of the taxable property in 
cluded within the limits of the said County 
of Lamar at the time of the adoption of 
this amendment to the constitution in pro- 
portion to the value of the property in thr 
counties from which the said County of 
Lamar is taken shall determine the pro- 
portionate amount of the indebtedness which 
shall be borne by the preperty of the tax- 
payers located within the limits of said 
proposed new county. 

‘“‘Authority is hereby given to the ordinary 
of the said County of Lamar and to the 
officers of the counties from which said ter- 
ritory is taken who are charged with the 
management of the business of said coun- 
ties to settle and agree upon an amount 
of the said indebtedness that shall be as- 
acexacd sgainst and paid by the said County 
of Lamar: and it is hereby made the duty 
f the ordinary of the said County of La- 
mar, wien the amount of the said indebteJ- 
ness with waich the said County of Lamar ‘+ 
chargeable is so ascertained, to cause a tax 
to be levied upon all of the property within 
the limits of said county of Lamar sufficiont 
to pay off and discharge the proportionat. 
part of the indebtedness due by the said 
Lamar County. 

‘‘In the event of the failure or refusal of 
the ordinary of Lamar county to levy such 
tax, it shall be the duty of the judge of 
the superior court of the circuit to which 
said County of Lamar is attached to com- 
pel the ordinary of the said County of 
Lamar to perform the duty herein required 
of him. In the event of the failure of the 
authorities of the counties from which tbe 
said Lamar county is created and the or- 
dinary of said Lamar county. to ascertain 
and agree upon the amount of said indebt- 
edness, then either of said counties may 
bring a suit against the said county of La-

Officials of Chica go Team 
Knew World’s Series Was ‘‘Fixed,”’ 


Says National League President 


Chicago, September 26.—President 
Heydler, of the National league, to- 
night made public evidence he has 
gathered in a private investigation 


of alleged baseball gambling and 
game “throwing” and declared 
President Comiskey, of the Chi- 
cago Americans, and Manager Glea- 
son were convinced after the first 
world series game last year that 
the series had been ‘fixed,’ and 
sought his aid‘in an investigation. 

The matter was brought to the 
attention of President Johnson, of 
the American league, but Johnson 
did not seem very enthusiastic over 
starting an investigation, Heydler 
said. 

Heydler brought the name of Jean 
Dubue, former Detroit American 
pitcher, into the affair, and also 
gave hitherto unrevealed details of 
the Hal Chase and Lee Magee cases. 

Heydler said all of his evidence 
had been placed at the disposal of 
Presidert Johnson, but that he did 
not know whether tHe latter was 
making use of it. 

President Heydler quoted J. C. 
(“Rube”) Benton, New York Na- 
tional pitcher, as saying Dubuc was 
the man who received telegrams 
from Bill Burns, former major 
league pitcher, tipping him that the 
world series had been fixed, and 
that Benton had received this in- 
formation from this telegram. 

Benton told Heydler he had seen 
Hal Chase make one best of $100 
on the’ series, Heydler said. 

Discussing the Magee case, Mr. 
Heydler said he and William Veeck, 
president of the Chicago Nationals, 
obtained Magee’s confession 
that he had attempted to throw a 
game and that Magee had shown 
them a check sent him by Hal 
Chase. 

Zimmerman Accused.

Mr. Heydler, but he would neither 


confirm nor deny reports that Zim- 
merman was released by the New 
York Nationals for that reason. Re- 
ports that Zimmerman was sus- 
pended-.a year-ago for trying to 
throw a game, and not for break- 
ing training, as was announced, 
were not denied by Mr. Heydler.

him and Comiskey at the time I 
considered the matter

[ had analyzed the game, I went to 
Johnson. 

“He dismissed me with a curt re- 
mark. I continued to confer with 
Comiskey and Gleason, and finally 
gave Johnson what I considered 
good leads. I then felt it was up 
to him to act, and not my affair.

out of the running for the pennant, 


but, altogether, I think the Yankees 
have done very well for the game 
of baseball in this season of 1920. 
Of course, the country had an un- 
usually high baseball fever this 
summer. Let the highbrows tell

PALIFORNIA PROBLEM 
CAIISES JAPAN WORRY 


Tokio, September 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—An attack against 
secrecy in connection with Japan’s 
diplomacy in the California problem 
is made in a statement by Marquis 
Okuma, former premier. He _ de-

“We must appeal to the fair judg- 
ment of enlightened Americans and 
if necessary to the nations of the 
world. Moreover, there is ample 
ground for the Japanese to insist 
on their legal rights, so there is no 
need to jump at hasty eonclusions 
and try high-handed measures.”
